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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 8 January 2004 has been entered and overcomes the 
rejections of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 10-12. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, and 4-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 2 f the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest an electron-emitting device comprised of, in part, a carbon film have a first 
region showing orientation, and a direction of the orientation is approximately parallel to 
the surface of the substrate, and wherein the direction of the orientation is not less than 
-45 degrees and not more than +45 degrees against the surface of the substrate, along 
with the other limitations of the claims. 

Regarding independent claims 13 and 14, the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggest an electron-emitting device comprised of, in part, a carbon film having, on 
the electroconductive film, a first region showing orientation, and a direction of the 
orientation is approximately normal to the surface of said substrate, along with the other 
limitations of the claims. 

Regarding independent claim 24, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest an electron-emitting device comprised of, in part, carbon films wherein each of 
the first and second carbons films has a first region including graphite (002) planes 
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stacked in a direction approximately parallel to the surface of the substrate, along with 
the other limitations of the claim. 

Due to their dependency, the remaining claims are necessarily allowable.
